Ciiasj- 
uttrtfl mny hive given the letter 
ascribed to M. Haubeh as a very 
valuable contribution ta the stock of 
popular knowledge. We believe " Cbacnbete' 
Information for lho People" has had, like 
Mr. Wini.i'a books, .-. (tir circulation in the 
colonics. Wi have been accustomed to look 
open them as rather pragmatical, end pre? 
tentious puhlishera, too much disposed to 
'fancy thnt an old and long- exploded notion Was 
a discovery, but still worthy of confidence as 
collectors of facts. Wa now, however, view 
them from a new petition, and in a new light. 

The statements made in tho loiter are of 
course, among us, simply ridiculous. When we 
ore told that " Victoria Place" is the centre 
of fashion, that the Cltinciie quarter is crowded 
with dealers and jugglers, (hat we 
ore thronged with Jews, being mostly 
Germans, that it easts £4 a day 
to live, that there are 600 gaming houses, 
that these ore not only frequented by thousands, 
but that they spend thoir lives in ihom— that 
" free dinners" are given twice a week to any 
people well dressed, by the keeper* of gambling 
txblei ; that we have thousands of " Austral 
blacks;" who act at bwbera 
waiters or picknockets — in all which 
a word of truLh, either in outline 
we are rather disposed to laugh at Messrs. 
Chambers 1 expense, as extremely green ! 
Eut, in troth, euoh statements 
ere very dull and stupid. A 
man setting up for a liar might have easily 
made a much more respectable appearance. 
There is ingenuity in a : well wrought etory, 
and its falsehood' may be partly redeemed from 
diagrace by ita amartueee ; but in all these items 
of intelligence there is nothing but what any 
expiree from Cockatoo could have invented 
to chaff his kinsman over tho fleet glass of 
whisky which his " return" might entitle him 
to " drain." The other statements of the 
letter, with respect to the conduct of our 
cUizens are of n more malignant 
character. We question if Edinburgh, with alt 
its pretensions, could show more quiet streets, 
an observance of the Sunday more general, 
or public meetings more decent and in- 
telligent, Wo hove of course a very had class 
of people, but we question if they have mote 
scops for indulgence, oe form a lancer pro- 
portion of the whole population, than in the 
most orderly city of Europe, Gambling is not 
common— there are but fifteen licensed tables in 
a city of 00,000. However absurd, or menda- 
cious, and incanable of inflicting any real or 
lasting injury, ft does create same indignation 
to find the people described as uoiverBstly

We could scarcely expect that ele.vnn d&yV 
later news would add much to our information, 
Upon the whole, howeverC it exhibits consider- 
able advancement. The oiperience of lho sicire 
of the South of Sevastopol would induce the 
Allies to seek a more vulnerable point lhan is 
offered hy the North. If the communications 
of the Russian army can be effectually closed, 
the Allies will only have to watch and wait. 
Tha Russians will have to contend against forces 
more terrible than the British bnvonet — famine, 
disease, and the Crimean winter: 

The movements of tho expedition despatched 
by the Allied Generals arc only impetfeclly 
known, and the intelligence comes chiefly 
through Russia. Whatever may bo their par- 
ticular direction, they will doubtless (end to 
straiten the resources of tho Russian nrmy ; and 
wa may therefore still hope that before, the close 
of the year, the Crimea will fall into tho hands 
of tho allied farces. 

The intelligence in reference to the political 
affairs of Europe is still perplexing and un- 
certain. Tho whole continent is under 
the dominion of despotic powers, and tho 
senttmonre of tho people can scarcely bo 
inferred from the language of Ccurts. Wo see 
hero and there Ihe ebullitions of popular dis- 
content, the unavailing struggles of the subject 
masses, who are without leaders, without arms, 
and almost without any intelligible aim. It is 
exlremaly difficult to sympathise witli patriotism 
which so often adopts the langui^o of madaess, 
and-accepts the assistance of crime. Whoa we 
compare the sufferings, however, endured by 
noble races of mankind, with tho brilliant 
schemes of liberty on many occasions offered 
For their acceptance, our astonishment Is sub- 
dued, It ia rather wonderful that, they endure 
so long, than that, goaded byintolcrablo tyranny, 
when they ore disappointed in the hops of 
liberty, they accept the ssd solace of «- 
frenge.

could be dane. H.vJng b™ 0iB . ^u.lflUd with 
several of the equatters ia tbe Interior, sod others, an* 
having loarntd Hot the blank] on 1 10 Namo! and the 
Birwin River, were among the most tractable and 
useful to tho colonists, and olio that lba language they 



n River, wire among the most, tractable 
to tho eotonlett, anrj r.lso that Its laaguagg 
wis sitenetvely known, hevlilted that 'pa 
a» country tn isaa, ln d them, loo, bad been thsacera 
of his labours since that titne— on the Birwen, tie 
Uppsr Darling and iuj tributary, iaeludlng tie Con- 
dsmvae. T*o extent of ihtea rivers waa large ; tha 
Caadlmine was about SD0 miles, and tblt part of the' 
Birwaoowt which ha hadtraveUed wis about SW, 
and the ffamoi nearly 300 ■■ni?,-*, Da attettnting to 
oanverse with the blacks, he dnt went to Huso who 
understood English, end induced them to, tell him lba 
wDrds corresponding tn their own language: He 
aeon became mom and mere convinced that uatrs 
were same dialects roach, unm widely 
spoken thin others, and ba had found 
it true, as tad been remaiked by preceding epaiien, 
that tto Auirralisn dialects were numerens, lie could 
name tweaty-oue dialects he had heard, Tho know- 
ledge cf this diversity waa a highly impoitsnt (set al 
far as the mission work wos eoncsrosd. Wells acme 
of turns dialects wets not sntkin for more than twenty 
miiea in any dlreetion, others were spoksn ovef an 
area of many h undents. The Cunlcrsy and th* Bar- 
wan were each spoken abontZOOmUrs; the Condamlne 
waa spoken along, tbe Liverpool Plains, and he had 
beard it understood down safer as Muiiumbldgssr. 
He wsa much surprised ens day in Brisbane whan tit 
addressed eottiieintho language of Brisbane without, 
effect, to sod on addieaalng him in the Curaleray, the 
Janguago of the Nsuuii, that he answered In the same 
tang ub|eo. He said, upon being interrogated, that he 
came from Port Curtis. The knowledge of facts such 
as these he tho unht would give a favourable turn to 
future erTrru. The; rev. isntl smaa (hen alluded to 
ths labours of ths Kev. Mr, Threlkeld In ormneclisn 
with ibe language of a tribe a short distance fircra 
tbe interior, wrhicih wsb now nearly a dead laAgusge. 
the Cribs having dwindled away, with the exception 
of two or three, remaralog that then, wen olast lan- 
guseeB spoken to bo grest an extent, that many yean 
would, in all probability, elspis before they ceased lo 
be living; languages. Hfl had wmntionBd tha Bsarwan 
and its tributsriea as the scans of hie labours . Since 
ibe commencement of last ysat he srant to Morelan 
Bay, chiefly In order to obtain u.opCThUoa. Until 
that time he bed travelled sod laboured alone, and he 
often felt how faeppy must have, been those disciples 
who wers seat forth, two and two, on the mlsetoB 
work ; and he saueh regretted thn lotos experienced, 
eoltsionary — one for instance, eotniug bare tor 
change of air — *lid trot sometimes give the aboriginal 
million field the advantage of his presence, and his 
counsels ; and great wes the Joy hs felt when at Lut 
■I Mnmrart Bay, he wis enabled to set out on 
a xalatloaary tour with a vity dear 
frisnd, whom he new saw on the platform, 
and who wu shortly to address the meeting, (Chens.) 
Tbe journey he took with him wu eertslaly the aunt 
happy one he had ever taken in this colony. TH* rev. 
gentlemen then proceeded to discourse upon ths pwa. 
lisritiee of the native dialects. Many of the names ia 
the Interior contained tha: negative putiole ia their 
language, as oumbersy, &e. : r- otbeis, the sflkrrrMtsve, 
These who observed the birbsreui hahlta of tbesbori- 
gisat often ecnoluded Ihst their linguage must be 1 
mere jargon \ bnt the cue wu quits contrary. Their 
laniuiget wtro found to be very ayanctricai, tod 
their conjugation of nouns and declemi in of verbs very 
full i the nouns were declined, not si in Enoliih, hut

Upon one oesuioa when they weie neai 
an icobrrg, (ho captain ran ao close to it that ho felt 
pcntisdcd that the keel cf the thip touched it ; end at 
another ilnse he earricd arrays Tenet's signs] hal- 
yards, in oiJcr to show his aeamanBhip. On the night 
of the wreck there wu a general impression amongst 
tho PlMengeit thst there waa danger. Tho passengers 
en deck Dc-scld aee the land frr about qa heat before she 
struck. About a quarter of an hour previous to the 
Sid event he was on tho lorecastle, and the land then 
appeared to bo about a mile en" He went in the 
greatest terror to the oSeer of the watch, won was 
asleep, and aeked him whether nothing was going to be 
done, but he could get no satisfactory reply. The 
captain toon aftetwaids one on deck with his night, 
glass, but lie wsJked aa unconcernedly as if ho wers 
going bo dine. At this lime tbey were not more than 
half a mile from the shore, a^d he could distinctly see 
trees and bresken. It wat ten minutes afterwards 
before anything was done toav^rt the oatutroohe. He 
could not tay mere. 

Mr. JoHHbOH, a mariner, and also one of tho pas- 
sengers, said that if tho anchor had been dropped in 
tlooe, after she missed stays, the vetaei might hivs 
been saved. The chains had been got up about four or 
4 vo days, hut tbey weie not " bent. " Had the anchor 
oaou ready lot dropping, and been dropped ba time 
after the ship missed stays, she would have been 
easily saved.

friends at Hongkoriff* Tola letter arrived here a 
month alter his arrest. Me related that he had 
been Loft twenty-four hours without nourishment, and 
stripped of hia principal vestments : that he lay upon 
thn damp and filthy atraw of tbe oammon prison, io 
tile midst of malefactors of nil kind!, with whom he 
waa condomned to the lowest fare, namely, a few 
cups of rico eni a email quantity of vegetable* per 
day. Hie friends immediately sent a detailed report 
of the aad event to the French Legation et Mioso. 
M. de Bouiboulon hastened to waito to the Viceroy of 
Csnton, to demand, according to the terms of tbe 
treaty with China, the delivery of the Freuoh mia. 
sionaev. A month and a half pused away without 
the Tficjroy haviug ao much os acknowledged the 
receipt of hie letter. A French frigate, tha Tir^iiiio, 
called at Hongkong on liorwsy to lie north, towards the 
middle of July.
